ALMOST A YEAR AFTER SANDY HOOK MASSACRE, MOTIVE REMAINS UNKNOWN

NEWTOWN, Conn. Around the time of the mas- 
sacre of children at an elementary school in 
Connecticut last December, gunman Adam 
Lanza was living an isolated existence, com- 
municating with his mother only by email even 
though they lived in the same house. 
Along-awaited state’s attorney report on one 
of the worst mass shootings in the US. revealed 
few new details Monday and left relatives of 
the 20 children and six adults killed with no 
more knowledge about Lanza’s motive. But 
the report on the Dec. 14 shooting rampage at 
Sandy Hook Elementary School in Newtown, 
Conn., described Lanza’s “obsession with mass 
murders,” especially the shootings in 1999 at 
Columbine High School in Colorado. 


Lanza also was fascinated by firearms, and 
investigators found a check from his mother 
to buy a pistol as a Christmas gift, according to 
the 44-page report. 

It portrays 20-year-old Lanza as a troubled 
man who “knew his conduct to be against the 
law. He had the ability to control his behavior 
to obtain the results he wanted, including his 
own death.” 

The report mentions people who encoun- 
tered Lanza describing him as someone who 
had a dry sense of humor and enjoyed nature, 
and others said he was a recluse. 

Lanza killed his mother, Nancy Lanza, in 
their Newtown house before attacking the 
school and ended the rampage by turning his 
gun on himself. Investigators said there was ev- 


idence that Lanza planned the shootings, but 
did not discuss his plans with others. 

No criminal prosecutions will be brought, 
the report said. 

“The obvious question that remains is: “Why 
did the shooter murder twenty-seven people, 
including twenty children?’ Unfortunately, that 
question may never be answered conclusively,” 
the report said. 

The investigation, which included a search 
of the Lanza home and interviews with those 
who knew him, did shine some light on Lanza’s 
state of mind at the time. 

Lanza, who had been estranged from his 
father and older brother for about two years, 
kept a spreadsheet of mass murders that in- 
cluded information about each shooting.

The report does not name the 20 children 
killed, address the content of the emergen- 
cy calls made from the school or describe 
witness testimony about what was seen 
and heard in the classrooms where the kill- 
ings took place. Connecticut passed a law 
earlier this year that said some evidence 
from the state’s investigation will never be 
made available to the public. 


Lanza would not allow anyone to enter his 
bedroom, refused to sleep in hotels, reacted 
badly to loud noises, disliked Christmas and 
birthdays and liked to play a video game called 
“Dance Dance Revolution” in addition to 
more violent fare.

CTA expects quick fix 
to Ventra’s latest 
fare-payment problem 


Chicago Tribune 
Catherine Garypie, a federal employee, 
pulled a card out of her purse and swiped 
it recently at a Jackson Blue Line turnstile. 
The Ventra fare reader turned green— Go, it 
read. But she didn’t. 

Garypie was demonstrating how, for 
the third time in three trips, her federal 
ID card—which isn’t linked up to any ac- 
counts—tricked the Ventra system into 
thinking she’d paid a fare. 

She discovered the glitch Thursday night 
when she inadvertently swiped her ID, in- 
stead of her Ventra card, which she keeps in 
the same pocket of her bag. In a hurry, she 
walked through the gate. 

“There was nobody around, so I thought, 


well, Trin a lrg 30 T past went bean,” 
Ciarypée sie. “T thought it must be a Ake” 

Alber besting it again Friday morning, she 
tokd a CTA manager and ber employer, the 
Environmental Protection Agency, abqur 
the problem. The EPA sent employees an 
email, alerting them that their work [Ds 
can sometimes trick the CTV's Ventra Fare 
card system. 

“Please be advised that intentianal mis- 
use of federal credentials is prohibited,” the 
email read, in part.

Sometimes the smallest notion can create 
magic. 

The 1973 animated special “A Charlie Brown 
Thanksgiving” was based on a “very simple 
idea,” said the show’s producer Lee Mendel- 
son. Charles M. Schulz, the creator of the 
beloved “Peanuts” comic strip, “said I wonder 
what it would be like if kids did Thanksgiving 
dinner and the chaos that would ensue. That 
is what it is all about.” 

“A Charlie Brown Thanksgiving” premiered 
on CBS on Nov. 20, 1973, and has been a staple 
on TV ever since. 

ABC’s Mark Bracco, vice president of al- 
ternative series and specials, believes the 
Charlie Brown specials, which began with 
1965's “A Charlie Brown Christmas,” have en- 
dured because they “resonate with viewers.” 
In an email interview he noted, “The kids 
that watched them a generation ago are now 
watching them with their own kids. Today’s

parents have made the Charlie Brown specials 
a part of their own holiday traditions.” 

Stephen Shea, who was a little boy when 
he voiced the role of the philosophical 
Linus, is still surprised at the reaction he 
gets when people learn he was part of the 
“Peanuts” gang. 

“I don’t walk around saying ‘I’m the voice of 
Linus,’ ” Shea said. “But when people find out 
one way or another, they scream ‘T love Linus.

‘A Charlie Brown Thanksgiving” is back 
this Turkey Day paired with a bonus cartoon 
from Schulz’s 1988 “This is America, Char- 
lie Brown: The Mayflower Voyagers,” which 
finds Charlie Brown, Snoopy and the gang 
experiencing the first Thanksgiving in 1620.
